Robert Heitz Jr. has a com- 
plaint selectmen are not used to 
hearing. The town wants to pave 
his road and he wants to keep it 
dirt. 

Mr. Heitz, of 105 Sunset Rock 
Road, asked selectmen Monday 


night to intercede on his behalf 


in a dispute that began with a 
neighbor but has spread to 
include the town. The crux of the 
dispute is the subject of Article 
22 on the April Town Meeting 
warrant, which asks voters to 
take by eminent domain a piece 
of road that Mr. Heitz’ holds title 
to so that the town can go ahead 
and pave the road. 

The dispute revolves around 
the proposal to pave an unpaved 
section of Sunset Rock Road and 
Alderbrook Road. Sunset Rock 
Road is a dead end, and Alder- 
brook ends at Countryside way. 
But both roads continue on as 
dirt roads and meet near Mr. 
Heitz’ property. 

Mr. Heitz does not want the 
dirt paved. His neighbors, Paul 
and Victoria Rauseo of 102 Sun- 
set Rock Road, do. 

Mr. Heitz said he’s lived in the 
house 10 years and likes the road 
the way it is. He said he bought 
the house because it was ina 
wooded area and he received 
assurances from the town that it 
was not a public road and would 
not be paved. Paving the road 
would increase the traffic and 
allow cars to go faster, he said. It 
would also aggravate an existing 
drainage problem caused by 
spring water running down the 
hill onto his property, Mr. Heitz 
said. 

The Rauseos bought and

moved into a house that was 
built more recently. They want 
the road paved because the street 
is rough and muddy. 

The town was pulled into the 
problem because it ran a water 
line down Sunset Rock Road in 
1992 to bring water to the south 
part of Andover. When the town 
digs up a road for such a project, 
it generally makes improve- 
ments at the same time, accord- 
ing to Bob McQuade, director of 
public works. The town wanted 
to pave the road, but Mr. Heitz 
has been fighting that effort. 

He told selectmen Monday 
night that a contractor building 
the house the Rauseos now live 
in told him the land owner had 
connections in town and would 
be able to pull strings to get the 
road paved. Mr. Heitz said he 
didn’t know who if anyone was 
pulling strings to get the road 
paved, but asked selectmen to 
stop the effort to pave the road. 

Mr. Heitz claims the section of 
road was always private, but that 
recently someone has been 
directing school buses to use the 
dirt road and snow plows to plow 
it. Mr. Heitz said the reason for 
that use is so it can be used as 
evidence that the road is used as 
a public way in the argument to 
pave it. 

He said that, until last year, he 
was the only one who plowed the 
road in the 10 years he lived 
there and that he is the only one 
who has maintained it at all. He 
also said he paid $7,000 to run 
water up to his house when the 
town refused to do it because it 
was a private road, the same rea- 
son for which he was denied a 
building permit 10 years ago by

then Building Inspector Sam DeSalvo, Mr. 
Heitz said he has been rebuffed by Buzz 
Stapezynski, town manager, and other town 
officials in his effort to stop what he 
considers the taking of a private road and the 
paving.

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Warrant issued for 
Grocery Bag robbery suspect

Andover detectives were seek- 
ing a warrant yesterday, 
Wednesday, for a suspect in last 
week’s robbery of The Grocery 
Bag convenience store on Haver- 
hill Street. 

Joseph M. Ledoux, 27, of Low- 
ell, who was already being held 
on other charges in either the 
Billerica House of Correction or 
Middlesex Jail, was to be 
charged with the crime, accord- 
ing to Sgt. Kevin Winters. 

Mr. Ledoux will be charged 
with robbing The Grocery Bag, 
54 Haverhill St., on Monday, 
March 7, and threatening a 
female employee with a tire iron. 
He allegedly escaped with $105 in 
cash, 

Mr. Ledoux was linked to the 
robbery through physical evi- 


dence recovered at the scene, 
according to detectives. He is 
also suspected of committing oth- 
er robberies in the Lowell and 
Tewksbury area, including a 
Shell gas station in Tewksbury 
on March 10, three days after the 
robbery here. 

All the robberies in which he 
is a suspect were similar, accord- 
ing to detectives. 

“He liked to use tire irons as a 
weapon,” Detective Winters said. 

He also liked to use cars bor- 
rowed from friends, and when 
the cars were returned they were 
all missing their tire irons, 
Detective Winters said. 

Mr. Ledoux allegedly had a 
car sitting on Fleming Avenue, 
up the hill behind The Grocery 
Bag, which he fled in immediate- 
ly after the robbery. 


First Essex Bank robber pleads guilty

George B. Barker, 47, of 13 
Southside Apartments, 
Lawrence, pleaded guilty Tues- 
day in Salem Superior Court to 
the robbery of the 211 N. Main St. 
branch of First Essex Bank on 
Feb, 16, 1993. 

Mr, Barker initially escaped 
with $10,000 cash after threaten- 
ing employees with a bomb. He 
was arrested about two weeks 
later after a tip from Methuen 
police officer Dick Grant. 


Mr. Barker was charged with 
armed robbery, larceny over $250 
and possession of an explosive 
device. 


His trial was scheduled to 
begin Tuesday, March 15, but 
Mr. Barker surprised detectives 
and changed his plea to guilty, 
according to Sgt. Kevin Winters. 
He was sentenced to 8-10 years in 
state prison. 

During the robbery, Mr. Bark- 
er gave the bank manager a note 
that said his family was being 
held hostage and would be killed, 
and the bomb in his pack would 
be exploded, if the manager 
didn’t do exactly as he was told. 
The “bomb” left behind turned 
out to be a fake. 

None of the $10,000 taken in 
the robbery was ever recovered, 
according to Detective Winters.

citizens in Andover is, ‘OK, you got me 
right here in my pocket. (How) does 
that affect me?’” said Donald Robb, 
Finance Committee chairman. 

The Finance Committee’s answer is 
that a taxpayer with a $224,750 home — 
the average Andover taxpayer —- would 
pay approximately $124 more in taxes 
in fiscal year 1995. The taxpayer’s bill 
will increase over the next two years 
until it reaches its peak year, 1997, 
when an average home-owner will 
shell out approximately $191 extra. The 
amount will decrease every year there- 
after. 

The increase in the tax bill will be 
approximately $56 per every $100,000 
property valuation in 1995, and climb 
to $86 per $100,000 in 1997. It will drop 
to $75 per $100,000 by the year 2000 and 
continue to decrease. 

These are not exact figures, but 
rather conservative estimates based on 
a number of key assumptions, accord- 
ing to Mr. Robb. The Finance Commit- 
tee assumed the assessed evaluation in 
town remains the same. 

‘Do we guarantee those numbers? 
Not at all,” said Mr. Robb. But the 
numbers should be reasonably accu- 
rate. 

The school buildings project will 
provide additions and renovations to 
the buildings and grounds of Andover 
High, South and Sanborn schools. 

The debt service on the $40.5 project 
is spread out over 20 years, because the 
state pays out its reimbursement over 
two decades, 

Over the 20 years, the Finance Com- 
mittee estimates that the debt service 
to the town will be approximately $64.1 
million and the state will reimburse 
approximately $36.4 million. Hence, 
the net cost to the town over the 20 
years will be approximately $27.7 mil- 
lion. Mr. Robb said these estimates 
might go down but will not increase. 

The committee conservatively 
assumed a six percent interest rate for 
the reimbursable Andover High, South

day night. But there was significant disagreement 
among School Committee members regarding elements of 
the contract. 

“We've worked long and hard,” said Dick Muller, com- 
mittee member, who voted against the contract. “But 
sometimes we have to agree to disagree. It’s not a reflec- 
tion on the superintendent, but a reflection on I would 
have liked to see the terms (outlined) differently.” 

Chairwoman Susan Dalton, who passed on the issue, 
also said that her non-vote should not be taken as a sign of 
disapproval for Dr. McQuillan or his work. She said she 
thought the wording of the contract was “too generous on 
severance.” 

Under the termination clause in the new contract, if the 
committee wants to relieve Dr. McQuillan of his post but 
can not or does not point to specific negligence of duty, 
then the committee must provide him with 12 months 
notice, according to Mary Lyman, committee member. Ms. 
Lyman said she this time would be necessary to conduct a 
recruitment process for his successor. 

“He would work that year; it’s just that we give him a 
year’s notice,” she said, “Non-renewal of contract is how I 
would reference it.” 

“He put out an awful lot of fires,” said Susan Jenkins, “I 
just thing what (he’s) accomplished in this town could not 
have been done by too many people.” 

Under the dismissal clause in his contract, said Ms, 
Lyman, Dr. McQuillan could be immediately dismissed 
without further pay “for unsatisfactory performance, inef- 
ficiency, incapacity, conduct unbecoming a superinten- 
dent, insubordination, or other good cause.” 

Should Dr. McQuillan want to terminate the contract at 
some point he must give 90 days notice. 

Mr. Muller said that he voted against the contract pro- 
posal because of the termination clause, but more so 
because the superintendent's contract would not be in 
sync with other administrators. Thus, if the superinten- 
dent were to leave, the replacement superintendent would 
be left with the old staff and would not be able to choose 
the people he or she wanted. 

Both Mr. Muller and Ms. Dalton said they respected the 
amount of hard work that went into the contract and the 
legacy and outline it left for future committees to follow.

In other School Committee news 

+ The committee held the required public hearing on 
their budget Tuesday night but there was nothing for them 
to hear. No Andover resident posed a question on the bud- 
get to the committee. The final budget is very similar to 
the budget approved Feb. 15. However the substitute per- 
diem rate is not expected to decrease as much as was origi- 
nally recommended by the superintendent Feb. 15. Instead, 
overtime will be cut across all accounts, 

+ An early retirement initiative for school personnel 
was also discussed. The state proposal would allow teach- 
ers to add five years to either their age, their years of ser- 
vice, or a combination thereof to arrive at what is essen- 
tially a pension. Ms. Lyman suggested reducing the num- 
ber of years allowed to three, because that was what was 
approved for the town side last year. School officials said 
they would look into the matter, and the committee did not 
take a stand on the warrant article relating to this issue, 

+ The School Committee addressed several other articles 
on the Town Meeting warrant. 

Article 20, the $40.5 school buildings article, was unani- 
mously supported. 

Article 21, a $1 million article related to the school build- 
ings project, was also unanimously approved. 

If the school buildings project is approved, the town 
must vote on a debt-exclusion override within 45 days of 
Town Meeting. Architectural plans must be submitted to 
the state on June 1, to be considered under the current 
state reimbursement rate that covers 60 percent of the 
principal cost and interest of the project. 

The $1 million in this article would cover the necessary 
architectural costs for those 45 days while the architects 
prepare for their June 1 deadline, This $1 million is part of 
the $40.5 million project and will be reimbursable by the 
state, if the school building project is approved. Should the 
plan be accepted by the town this article would essentially 
be a bookkeeping article and the funds would be rescinded 
at a later Town Meeting. 

If the $40.5 million project is not accepted, however, the 
town would be responsible for the entire $1 million. The 
money would be used to complete the plans that may be 
used at a future Town Meeting to see if specific elements of 
the project might pass.

and Sanborn part of the project, and a 
4.75 interest rate for the $2 million 
technology component for which the 
town would be entirely responsible. 
However, the committee also 
assumed that the South School portion 
of the project will only be reimbursed 
at 55 percent. Jim Marsh, chairman of 
the School Building Committee, said 
he had received information from 
architects that left him optimistic the 
South portion of the project would be 
reimbursed by the state at 60 percent. 
Dick Muller, School Committee mem- 
ber, said that a worst-case scenario will 
achieve 58 percent reimbursement. 


The most potentially significant 
occurrence of the night was Bill Hus- 
ton’s suggestion for a major overhaul 
of the technological-update segment of 
the building project. 

In an effort at fairness, the School 
Committee had originally added the $2 
million technological piece to the pro- 
ject to provide the same level of tech- 
nology at all the schools. This $2 mil- 
lion piece will not be reimbursed by 
the state. Andover High, South and 
Sanborn, the schools included in the 
school buildings project, are receiving 
a technology update as part of the pro- 
ject, and will have their technology 
update reimbursed at 60 percent. 

However, school officials said that 
they began to wonder whether the $2 
million would be sufficient to provide 
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equity within the school system. As a 
result, Mr. Huston proposed only 
installing the conduits and not the 
wiring at South and Sanborn. Under 
this plan the elementary schools would 
not be networked. The non-reim- 
bursable money would be used to net- 
work just the two middle schools. This 
way all the schools would be technolog- 
ically equal, he said, and the secondary 
schools would be given the most 
sophisticated equipment. 

“T think it makes a tremendous 
amount of sense to network both mid- 
dle schools,” said Mr. Huston. This 
way “the whole system moves in 
upward fashion, in unison.” 

Committee members appeared to

COMPARING TAXABLE AND TAX-FREE INVESTMENTS 

As the upper tax brackets move higher, some taxpayers may be asking 
themselves if they would not be better off by investing in tax-free municipal 
bonds. The new tax brackets range up to a stated rate of 39.6 percent, and 
some high-income earners will find themselves with an effective rate of 44 
percent. To calculate whether an investment with a tax-free yield Is better 
than one with a taxable yield, taxpayers should try this formula: They need 
only subtract their tax rate from 100, and divide the tax-exempt yield by the 
remainder. The result is the taxable yield that would match the tax-free yield 
Thus, a person in the 31 percent federal tax bracket would have to earn 7.25 
percent in a taxable investment to get the same yield as a tax-free 
investment paying 5 percent. Of course, how long you wish to hold the 
money in the account will be an important determinant of whether or not tax 
free bonds are an appropriate investment. Generally speaking, you should 
count on holding such investments for at least 2-3 years

University of Mas- 
sachusetts Lowell 
will retire its athletic 
logo, the Chief. 
Chancellor William 
T. Hogan made the 
decision after an 
advisory committee 
comprised of stu- 
dents, faculty and 
staff members rec- 
ommended that the 
change be made. The 
committee had been 
asked to look into the 
university’s athletic 
logo in response to 
increasing concerns 
about the way Native 
Americans are por- 
trayed in sports. In 
making the change, 
the university joins a 
growing list of col- 
leges and universi- 
ties that have 
replaced Indian- 
related logos, includ- 
ing St. John’s, Mar- 
quette, Siena, Stan 
ford, Dartmouth and 
UMass Amherst.

“Use of the Chiefs 
logo has become 
increasingly ques- 
tionable and imprac- 
tical in recent 
years,” said UMass 
Lowell Athletic 
Director Wayne 
Edwards. “We have 
been frequently 
asked about the 
philosophical appro- 
priateness of a state 
institution's utiliza- 
tion of a Native 
American logo/mas 
cot and have had dif- 
ficulty in providing 
justification.” 


“While UMass 


Lowell has always 
used ‘Chiefs’ in a 
respectful, dignified 
manner, it is impos- 
sible to control the 
ways in which it is 
utilized by those out- 
side the institution. 
From a_ practical 
standpoint, the 
department of athlet- 
ics has spent far 
more time and effort 
preventing derogato- 
ry use of the ‘Chiefs’ 
than it would like. 
Our coaches and 
staff look forward to 
the selection of a 
logo/mascot that will 
represent the univer- 
sity in a positive 
manner and which 
will generate enthu 
siasm and excite- 
ment about UMass 
Lowell athletics.” 
The advisory com 
mittee met several 
times during the fall 
semester and sur 
veyed the opinions of 
students, faculty and 
alumni on whether 
the Chief should be 
changed. Richard 
Lapehick, director of 
the Center for the 
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Study of Sport in 
Society, spoke at the 
university in Decem- 
ber at an open forum 
held to give all mem- 
bers of the universi- 
ty community and 
the public a chance 
to air their feelings 
on the subject.

When the 
university became 
UMass Lowell under 
a restructuring of 
the state’s university 
system, the logo was 
retained. Dr. Hogan 
will appoint a new 
advisory committee 
to begin the process 
of finding a new logo.

Town’s counsel for 18 years 


Alfred L. Daniels, age 69, 70 
Porter Road, Andover’s town 
counsel for 18 years, died Feb. 28 
after a long battle with cancer. 
He served Andover as the town’s 
lawyer from 1972 to 1991. 

“The  for- ; 
mer town 
counsel and I 
have probably 
saved this 
town, to the 
penny, 10 mil- 
lion bucks,” 
he said when 
he retired in 
April 1991, for 
health  rea- 
sons. He was 
interviewed 
by Don Staruk, Townsman 
reporter, at that time. 

Mr. Daniels estimated he han- 
dled about 50 cases for the town 
each year, usually as a defen- 
dant, and won most. 

“We were very hard to beat in 
the courtroom,” he said. 

The Raytheon rezoning and 
the sewer line in West Andover, 
opposed by conservationists, 
were his two biggest cases he 
told Mr. Staruk. 

The rezoning of the residen- 
tial property along interstate 93 
to Industrial A was appealed all 
the way to the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court and sustained. 
Putting in the sewer line exten- 
sion brought in Hewlett-Packard 
and many other industries. 

Mr. Daniels earned an under- 
graduate degree in history from 
Colgate University in 1942 and 
graduated from Harvard Law 
School in 1948. During World 
War II he served three years 
with the Office of Special Ser- 
vices in China. 

Mr, Daniels set up a law prac- 
tice with Frederick O’Brien, 
Andover first town counsel 
under the town manager form of 
government, and assisted Mr. 
O’Brien with town business. As 
municipal assistant from 1958 to 
1972 he became very familiar 
with local and state laws. 

“He was an active trial lawyer 
and thoroughly competent town 
counsel,” said Mr. O’Brien.

Mr. Fahey began working 
for the town in mid-January 
and is attempting to start 
Andover Youth Services. He is 
funded by a tobacco cessation 
grant from the state Depart- 
ment of Education and works 
under the Department of Com- 
munity Services, according to 
Brenda O’Brien, the schools 
health education coordinator. 
Before he came aboard, how- 
ever, members of the Youth 
Council were already meeting 


activities for Andover’s youth. 
Once Mr. Fahey came on 
board, the list began to take a 
more definitive shape. 

The Youth Council is cur- 
rently made up of Andover 
High School students and 
three adult members selected 
by the town government. 

Mr. Fahey said that when 
he first met some of the teen- 
agers he asked them what it 
was they wanted to do. “They 
said, ‘We just want to make 
this place better for kids,” he 
said. “It’s simple. And right 
from their mouths. They want 


to do something for other peo- 
ple in the community.” 


Mr. Fahey said that one of 


the most popular activities on 
the list was not one for High 
School students, but a night 
that would be devoted to the 
middle schools. 

“T think a lot of people have 
the misconception of teen 
agers walking around saying, 
‘I’m bored.’ I think you have 
teen-agers walking around 
looking for a place to fit in,” 
said Mr. Fahey. They want “to 
take their unique personalities 
and plug them into the com 
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Andover Youth Council has a plan, and plenty of energy 


munity. Basically, the values 
of the young people are not the 
same as the values of the com- 
munity. Maybe we could put 
some things right in front of 
them. That’s what the 
Andover Youth Services is 
going to be. A place where 
we'll listen to them.” 

Mr. Fahey and members of 
the Youth Council have partic 
ipated in the public forums 
regarding teen suicide and are 
helping to start up and 
strengthen peer-counseling 
groups. Ms. Anderson said she 
would like to put together 


nights where teens can come 
together in small groups to dis- 
cuss specific issues or dilem- 
mas. 

Presently, though, they are 
concentrating on plans for a 
comedy night on April 1. The 
council has met several times 
to organize the event, and Mr. 
Fahey said it is his goal for the 
teens to be responsible for run 
ning the entire show. Two pro 
fessional comedians will be 
hired and, after they perform, 
the floor will be cleared for a 
dance with a live band.

High School Principal Tim 
Thomas has offered a: room in 
the school for Mr. Fahey, but 
Mr. Fahey said that students 
and teachers have told him a 
place outside the school might 
be more ideal. 

“The debate is whether I 
should be in the school or 
should I be in the town. I don’t 
want to separate myself entire- 
ly but I want the Youth Coun- 
cil and the Youth Services to 
have its own identity,” he said. 
“On the positive side, coming 
to Andover, they have a fantas- 
tic group of people working 
with the students. The thing I 
think we’re talking about is 
adding to what is already in 
place. 

The key addition, say coun- 
cil members, will be the activi- 
ties and events where kids can

get together. 

“We want to be a voice for 
the teens in Andover. Kids just 
find anywhere they can to con- 
gregate,” said Ms. Anderson. 
“For High School students it’s 
really hard to get together.” 

Mr. Charland said that high 
schoolers get together “at the 
few friends’ houses that they 
have. There’s no hangout. 
Especially in wintertime, 
because it’s too cold out.” 

A pool hall in Lawrence, 
across from Showcase Cine- 
mas, is the closest thing to a 
hangout, said some youth 
advocates, but with the closing 
of the coffee shop in Andover 
due to smoke damage, there’s 
not much actually in town. 

Even the coffee shop, said 
Ms. Anderson, attracted only a 
particular group. 

“Tf you look at the coffee 
shop, that’s one crowd. Some 
people are afraid to go in 
there,” she said. 

Mr, Charland said the Youth 
Council was trying to create 
activities in which every teen 
or teen group in Andover 
would be interested. One goal, 
he said, is “for kids just to 
accept each other and obvious- 
ly have a place for that to be 
possible. I’d also like to see the 
adult image - the vision that 
they see as the few bad apples 
being everyone - I'd like to see 
that change. I guess it is hap- 
pening now, but I'd like to see 
it more in the future. 

“They don’t understand 
that we don’t want to be enter- 
tained all the time,” he said. 
“We just want to get together 
sometimes.”

Bill Fahey has a fresh perspective on things

‘alk through what seems to be a storage 
WV room on the third floor of town offices 
and there one can find the office of Bill 
Fahey, youth services coordinator. It is a tem- 
porary space, borrowed from the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Walk through the cafeteria at Andover High 
School, behind the snack bar, and there you 
will find room 006. It, also, is a space for Mr. 
Fahey, borrowed from the High School. 

Look at Mr. Fahey’s paycheck. His salary is 
paid for through a temporary state tobacco-ces- 
sation grant that ends June 30, 1994. Andover 
will apply for another grant to keep Mr. Fahey 
on after that. Clearly, some aspects of his liveli- 
hood are still up in the air, 

“Right now, I don’t feel very concrete,” he 
said. 

But Mr, Fahey and the members of the Youth 
Council don’t plan for it to always be this way. 
In fact, they have several ideas 
already in the works, the first of 
which is a comedy night to be 
held Friday, April 1, from 7:30 
p.m, to midnight. The only 
glitch so far is that the plan for 
an ‘electric bull’ fell through due 
to insurance and safety issues. 

“Taking the first step is diffi- 
cult, but we all did it,” said Mr. 
Fahey. “I’m excited about start- 
ing.” 

Mr. Fahey grew up in Marsh- 
field and graduated from Merri- 
mack College in 1989. He said he 
has always been interested in 
youriger people, in part because 
he has a brother 10 years his 
junior. He has coached youth 
sports teams and had a college 
internship with North Andover Youth Services. 
Though he said he had always imagined “mak- 
ing a million dollars in the business world” 
when he graduated, he ended up as assistant 
director of North Andover Youth Services for 
two and a half years until budgetary problems 
forced his layoff. 

“Kids asked if I would apply for the job,” he 
said, “and they played a big part in the hiring.” 

Mr, Fahey also worked on a Haverhill task 
force on youth issues. He started a boxing club 
in North Andover on the Lawrence/North 
Andover line that brought him in contact with 
many Lawrence teens. 

“When I first proposed the idea they said it 
couldn’t be done. My idea was more on starting 
a place where young people could go” and work 
off some of their energy, he said. Mr, Fahey 
said his goal was to get teens to take the lessons 
of discipline and direction they learned in the 
ring and apply them to other aspects of their 
lives, 

“T wasn’t really interested in producing box- 
ers. I just wanted young people to care about 
themselves,” he said. 

Mr. Fahey said youths in all the communi- 
ties in the Merrimack Valley are dealing with 
some of the same issues. 

“Bvery community is definitely distinct. 
There are differences. But the issues facing the 
youth are the same,” he said. “They're not con- 
nected, There's a deep loneliness.” 

Mr, Fahey has been involved with the public 
forums of Andover’s suicide task force and is 
available to talk with teens about other trou- 
bling topics. 

He said he sees part of his role as adding to 
and bringing together the activities that 
already exist for the youth of Andover.

“When I was hired there was no definition; 
just a guy who works with kids. I’m trying to 
define the job,” he said. “One of the things I’m 
concerned about is, I’m one person and there’s 
something like 5,420 kids in the community.” 

For now, Mr. Fahey is a one-man depart- 
ment. 

“T am the Andover Youth Services,” he said. 

He said hopes to come up with a communica- 
tion method that will bring the needs of the 
youth to the town and the schools, perhaps in 
the form of suggestions and proposals. 

“Honestly, I'm impressed with the communi- 
ty. I think they offer a lot for the young people,” 
he said. “By and large, I’ve seen concerned par- 
ents, concerned businessmen.” 

Currently, school and town officials are 
searching for a place outside of the school and 
town buildings where Mr. Fahey can be accessi- 
ble to the youth of Andover. 

“I'd like to see if we could get Bill a place,” 
said Christine Anderson, a 
Youth Council member. She 
said she would like to see him 
in a spot available to everyone, 
“kind of like a big brother, a 
friend there all the time.” 

“We keep waiting and listen- 
ing,” said Brenda O’Brien, 
health education coordinator 
for the schools, and the person 
largely responsible for the 
tobacco-cessation grant. “We're 
still hoping there may be a 
place that we haven't thought 
of.” 

Dick Muller, School Commit- 
tee member, suggested using 
space in Old Town Hall that 
often goes totally unused, at the 
March 1 committee meeting. 

Susan Jenkins, a fellow committee member, 
supported the suggestion, saying the time it is 
taking to find a place for Mr. Fahey “doesn’t set 
a very good tone. If we’re going to send the 
right message to our community and our chil- 
dren, we need to do this.” 

“The place that we're going to be at is not to 
be hidden. We want to be just as important as 
every other department in town,” said Mr. 
Fahey. “That’s one of the complaints of young 
people. That they don’t feel welcome. They 
don’t feel connected. I’d like to have the young 
people feel that through something Youth Ser- 
vices does, that they have a better sense of 
being connected to the community.” 

Mr. Fahey and the members of the Youth 
Council will attend a Parent-to-Parent panel 
discussion entitled “Focus on Youth,” Thurs- 
day, March 31, from 7:30 to 9 p.m. in the cafete- 
ria of Doherty Middle School. 

“P’m a new person coming to town so I have a 
different perspective. I saw the opportunity to 
be involved with a program where I could tailor 
it to the needs of Andover,” said Mr. Fahey. “I 
see myself as a true advocate for young people.” 

Mr, Fahey said that the ability of the young 
to look at issues from a new different perspec- 
tive and to attack a problem with inspired ener- 
gy are two qualities that all people would do 
well to imitate. 

“How do you lose them when you are older 
and get involved with mortgages and every- 
thing?” he asked. 

Mr. Fahey said that one of his long-term 
goals is to close off the center of town to cele- 
brate a day devoted to youths in Andover and 
their special qualities. “If you aren’t a youth 
right now, you were at some point,” he said. 
“Tet’s all decide to be young again.”

fact, it does fail, then the School Com- 
mittee will have to step back with the 
community and assess other options. I 
don’t want to deal with that.” 

“The committee doesn’t want to 
scare the community with outlandish 
if-you-don’t-pass-the-project-this-is- 
what-is-going-to-happen statements,” 
said Susan Jenkins, committee mem- 
ber. “Basically, I think if the school 
building initiative doesn’t pass then I 
think we have look at every possible 
option. Double sessions, other avail- 
able space, portable classrooms. Those 
are the three major things we’re going 
to have to look at.” 

In addition, committee members 
said they would have to come right 
back at the next Town Meeting and ask 
for a similar proposal. They said that 
there is little they can cut from the cur- 
rent proposal because of state require- 
ments placed on reimbursable projects. 

“Any of my personal thoughts on 
how we would deal with (the article not 
being passed) are merely band-aids to 
get to the next Town Meeting,” said 
Chairwoman Susan Dalton. 

If the current project is approved at 
Town Meeting, followed by a debt- 
exclusion override, and submitted to 
the state by June 1, 1994, then 60 per- 
cent of both the principal cost of the 
project, and the interest will be paid by 
the state. After this year, school offi- 
cials have been informed, it is likely 


that a smaller percentage of the inter- 
est will be picked up, adding millions 
to the price tag of a similar proposal. 

“We have heavy population through 
all the grades. I don’t think there’s any- 
thing to scale back to because what 
we’re doing is scaled back from build- 
ing a new school,” said Mary Lyman, 
committee member. “We feel our goal 
is to work towards making our argu- 
ment before the town.” 

The two key supports to the commit- 
tee’s argument are the climbing popu- 
lation figures for the town and the 
number of maintenance issues that 
have been deferred over time. School 
officials have stated that $12 million of 
the $40.5 million project will cover 
deferred maintenance such as replac- 
ing the expensive electric heating sys- 
tem at Andover High School, installing 
double-paned windows, and repairing 
leaky rooftops at Sanborn and South. 

But the most compelling argument, 
said School Committee members, is the 
exploding population issue. The school 
building project will add 400 seats to 
the High School and 141 seats to South, 
if approved. 

“Andover is one of the largest com- 
munities by far in the Commonwealth, 
land-wise,” said Ms. Jenkins. “By all 
agencies who have looked at this, 
Andover’s population will continue to 
grow. Along with that population 
comes children. So we will be back at 
Town Meeting for this first phase, no 
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question about it.” 

According to Ms. Dalton, Andover 
has a natural high-water-mark poten- 
tial of 50,000 people and currently has a 
population of approximately 28,000. 

In an effort to illustrate the over- 
crowding problem, Mr. Huston said 
that he had recently been in South 
School and had seen children having a 
violin lesson out in the front foyer. 

“How comfortable is that for stu- 
dents to be practicing out in the hall. 
I’m walking down the hall and every 
nook and cranny is used. There’s a 
class in the media center,” he said. 
“You're describing a nightmare. If the 
whole process is defeated by the town I 
think it sends a terrible message to our 
kids.” 

In part because of these problems, 
committee members said they do not 
want to seriously consider or support 
such ideas as looking for alternative 
space, paying for portable classrooms 
or going to double sessions unless they 
are forced to by a negative vote at 
Town Meeting. Several committee 
members did say that the idea of dou- 
ble sessions was the least palatable of 
the options. 

“T guess we'd have to look at all of 
that. But I don’t see them recommend: 
ed as reasonable solutions. Andover 
parents — I can’t imagine — would find 
any of them acceptable,” said Ms. 
Lyman. “It’s something like in the 
range of 80 or 90 percent of the kids are 
involved in some after-school activities 
at the secondary level. What do you do 
with all that? It’s going to be a mess if 


Selectmen push $41K in overall budget cuts

Finance Committee will also make a 
budget recommendation, but it will be 
nearly the same as the town manager’s 
except for one item. The FinCom is rec- 
ommending the reserve fund remain at 
$200,000 rather than increasing to 
$210,000 as recommended by the man- 
ager. 

So voters at Town Meeting will actu- 
ally be presented with three sets of fig- 
ures on the budget, each comprised of 
11 parts, requiring 11 different votes. 

But Don Robb, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, said this week his 
board may change its recommendation 
to agree with either the town manag- 
er’s recommendation or the select- 
men’s at Town Meeting. Mr. Robb said 
the differences in the recommenda- 
tions are really not significant. 

“In a $60 million budget, we’re not 
talking about a big figure,” Mr. Robb 
said. “We're talking a relatively minor 
change one way or another.” 
Recommended cuts 

Selectmen recommended cutting 
$8,500 from the police budget, including 
$6,000 that was for replacement of 
portable radios for police officers and 
$2,500 slated for out-of-state travel. 
That reduced the police department’s 
$5,000 budget for out-of-state travel by 
half. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman pushed 
for the cut. Mr. Silverman said much of 
that money was used for travel related 


since the department has dropped the 
accreditation program, the money 
should not be needed. 

When presenting his budget to 
selectmen last month, Chief James 
Johnson told board members that he 
forfeited attending police chief meet- 
ings for the sake of the accreditation 
program, but that he would now like to 
resume attending those meetings. He 
also said the $5,000 is used to send 
department personnel to FBI- and oth- 
er training programs. 

The board also recommended reduc- 
ing the budget for the Department of 
Community Development and Plan- 
ning by $32,500. That was the amount 
budgeted for filling a vacant “local 
building inspector” position. 

Kaija Gilmore was moved from local 
building inspector to take the job of 
building inspector vacated by the 
retirement of Sam DeSalvo last sum- 
mer. Mr. Stapezynski was looking to 
fill that position, but Selectman Larry 
Larsen said he couldn’t see how the 
building department was busy enough 
to warrant five full-time positions: a 
building inspector, two local building 
inspectors, an electrical inspector and 
a plumbing, gas and sewer inspector. 

Mr. Stapezynski said the position is 
needed and that he had already began 
interviewing to fill it. Selectmen com- 
promised by recommending the $32,500 
be cut somewhere in the department 
and left it up to Mr. Stapczynski’s dis- 
cretion as to where to make the cuts. 

. The department also ingludes.the, 


health, planning and conservation 


departments. There is one planning 
position also vacant. That position may 
be cut to make up about $22,000 of the 
recommended reduction if it is 
approved at Town Meeting. 


Financial changes 

Mr. Robb said there are a few 
changes in the town’s financial posi- 
tion impacting the budget this year and 
its 4.5 percent increase from last year. 

The most important change is that 
in recent years there have been forces 
beyond the town’s control that had an 
impact on the budget, such as large 
insurance increases, but that is not the 
case this year. 

“This year any increases in the bud- 
get are driven by demands for town 
services,” Mr. Robb said. “If you want 
to make changes, you can” — but they 
will affect town services. 

“That’s a major difference,” Mr. 
Robb said. 

A second major difference is that 
positions have been added on both the 
town and school sides of the budget. On 
the school side, the addition of teach- 
ers is driven by increasing student 
enrollment, and there is not much that 
can be done about that, he said. 

On the town side, the addition of two 
firefighter positions brings the total 
complement up to 48, which is what the 
fire chief has been recommending for 
years. 

The third financial issue does not 
directly affect the budget, but will

that happens.” 

Though they did not support the 
options, Mr. Huston said that the com- 
mittee would probably have to reexam- 
ine student-teacher ratios, and Ms. Dal: 
ton suggested looking into creating 
classrooms in the Bast wing of town 
offices where the school administra- 
tion is now. She also recommended hir- 
ing Merrimack Valley contractors 
where possible, if the project is 
approved. 

“T have tremendous respect for 
Town Meeting. I have a tremendous 
respect for the people. I believe they 
will do the right thing,” said Ms. Dal- 
ton. “If the town turned down the High 
School project there is no doubt in my 
mind that we’d be right back with a 
proposal the next Town Meeting. One 
of the things that the realtors said to us 
is the very value that houses have 
(would decrease). It would not be 
looked at as the type of town you'd 
want to move to. I do think it’s a fairly 
accurate statement.” 

So, for now, School Committee mem- 
bers said they will focus on preparing 
for Town Meeting, hoping they will 
never have to deal with some of these 
decisions, 

“T think everything we're doing for 
the whole (period) of March and April 
is crucial,” said Mr. Huston. “There 
should be an opportunity for people 
who have been working on the project 
for the past few years to go out into the 
community and answer hard ques- 
tions. I think every stage of this is 
important.” 


Sewer line will cost $850k

A private article on the April 11 
Town Meeting warrant could cost the 
town $850,000. Article 65 requests 
$1 million for putting sewer lines in 
River Road, from North Street to the 
Lawrence line. 

Although submitted as a private 
article by Blanche Fortuna of 26 River 
Road, Margaret Cronin of 20 Summer 
St. this week questioned its cost and 
why most signatures on it are those of 
town employees. 

Bob McQuade, Public Works direc- 
tor, said private-property owners will 
cover $150,000 and the town will pick 
up the balance. But he said this pro- 
ject has to be put into the perspective 
of the entire sewer master plan, two 
thirds of which when fully built will 
have been paid by betterments and 
one third by the town. Separately, 
some sections cost the town more. 

The article was a last-minute sub- 
mission after four residents asked at a 
public hearing that the sewer be put 
in during the ongoing River Road con- 
struction. Buzz Stapezynski, town 
manager, told them the last chance to 
do that would be at April Town Meet- 
ing, so Mr. McQuade told Ms, Fortuna 
that if she signed warrant article, the 
town would get the rest of the signa- 
tures and submit the article. And 
that’s what happened, he said. 

“We did that as a favor to Mrs. For- 
tuna and the rest of the residents of 
River Road,” Mr. McQuade said.

Because this program 
has so many different 
parts to it, many citizens 
have requested more 
information and want to 
know specifically what 
their dollars will buy. 
What follows is an 
attempt to describe the 
essential features of this 
program by answering 
nine questions commonly 
posed by voters. 

What is the aim of this 
program? 

Andover’s schools are 
overcrowded and in need 


of repair. The aim of this program is 

to provide classroom space at 

Andover High School, South Schvol 

and Sanborn School, while providing 

several much-needed renovations to 

these buildings. This extra space is '

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needed to relieve overcrowding in 
the elementary system, notably at 
Bancroft and West Elementary, and 
accommodate the growth in our sec- 
ondary student population. By the 
year 2002, Andover High School will 
enroll 1,700 students, approximately 
400 more than its capaci- 
ty will allow. 

An important part of 
this program is also 
wiring all of Andover’s 
remaining schools with 
fiberoptic cables, net- 
working each school and 
purchasing the technolo- 
gy and multimedia 
equipment needed for 
instruction. 

How much money will 
this program cost the 
town? 

The total cost of this 
program is approximate- 
ly $40.5M. Of this 
amount, $38.5M of this 
program is eligible for 
reimbursement from the 
: Department of Educa- 
tion through the School 
Facilities Service Bureau (SFSB). 
With a reimbursement rate of up to 
60 percent, the cost to the town will 
be approximately $16M plus the $2M 
that cannot be reimbursed. The total 
cost to the town, thus, will be approx-

imately $18M. 

How many rooms will be added to 
the South School and at what cost? 

Four regular classrooms, special- 
ized areas for art, music, technology 
and special education, a second gym- 
nasium, cafeteria and library will be 
added to South School. As a result of 
construction, two kindergarten 
rooms will be returned to South’s 
inventory of self-contained class- 
rooms. Additional playing fields, ren- 
ovations and new parking facilities 
will also be included. These addi- 
tions will increase South’s recom- 
mended capacity from 423 to 564; the 
additional playing fields will, again, 
broaden community use of the facili- 
ty. The cost to Andover after state 
reimbursement is approximately 
$3.6M. 

How many rooms will be added to 
Sanborn and at what cost? 

Specialized areas for art, music, 
special education, technology, as 
well as a new library, will be added 
to Sanborn School. Additional play- 
ing fields and new parking facilities 
will also be included. These addi- 
tions will free up regular classrooms 
now being used for art, music and 
technology instruction and return 
Sanborn to its true recommended 
capacity of 423 students. This modest 
addition will be-aecompanied by

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Warrant move was 
an abuse of power 


‘ditor, Townsman: 

I was stunned to see evidence of 
arbitrary abuse of power by the Select- 
men when they decided to close the 
Town Warrant for the school mainte- 
nance article but at the same time 
reopen it for an article for a senior cen- 
ter land purchase. The reason given by 
Mr. Stapezynski “was for the relative 
merit of each article” (Townsman, 
March 10, p. 33). 

May I beg to differ with this think- 
ing. Out of fairness to both proposals, 
either they should both be included or 
they should both be excluded. The way 
the warrant was developed was a dis- 
grace to our democratic principles.

major renovations that have been 
deferred for several years and broaden 
community use of the fields. The cost 
to Andover after state reimbursement 
will be approximately $1.8M. 

How many rooms will be added to 
Andover High School and at what cost? 

A two-story science wing, encom- 
passing seven classrooms and eight 
labs, will be added to Andover High 
School. Specialized areas in art, 
applied technology, health, special edu- 
cation, administration and guidance 
will all be included, as will a new gym- 
nasium, cafeteria and library. Much of 
Andover High School will be renovated 
to address acoustical, heating and 
access and egress problems long associ- 
ated with the school. A new entrance to 
the school will face expanded parking 
facilities and expanded playing fields. 
Once completed, Andover High School 
will increase its capacity from 1,300 to 
1,700 students. The cost to Andover 
after state reimbursement will be 
approximately $10.6M. 

What will the unreimbursed $2M be 
used for? 

$2M of this money will be dedicated 
to purchasing fiberoptic cabling, com- 
puter networking, technology systems 
and technical equipment for each 
school not undergoing renovation or

School Committee 
should rethink 
volunteers’ roles 


Editor, Townsman: 
This letter is in response to the pro- 
posed budget approved by the School 


construction, specifically, Bancroft, 
Shawsheen, West Elementary, West 
Middle, Doherty Middle, and the school 
administration building. 

Why is it necessary to provide tech- 
nology systems to all students and thus 
add $2M to this program? 

Under the Department of Education 
regulations governing reimbursement 
for school construction, it is possible 
for South, Sanborn, and Andover High 
School to be reimbursed at 60 percent 
for the technology programs planned 
for these buildings. The total construc- 
tion cost associated with each of these 
buildings, in fact, includes a significant 
component for technology systems. 
The Department of Education will not 
reimburse Andover for work done on 
any other building. Given the central 
importance of technology to the future 
of our students, the School Committee 
is asking the town, in the spirit of fair- 
ness to all children, to pay for the tech- 
nology upgrade separately. 


Why aren’t you adding more class- 
rooms, especially at the elementary level, 
where our classrooms are most over- 
crowded? 

A key assumption of this program is 
that the town cannot pay for school 
additions all at once. This is why, after 
much deliberation, the Andover School 
Committee voted last year to keep the 


Committee. One of the items under 


consideration is the reassignment of 


the instructional assistants. Not only 
am I the concerned mother of six chil- 
dren in the Andover school system, | 
am also an instructional assistant. I 
feel qualified, therefore, to address this 
idea with knowledge and forethought 
The idea of replacing the assistants 
with mother-volunteers on the play 
ground and in the cafeteria (however 
much we would love to give up that 
thankless part of our job) is at best 
ludicrous. During the school year our 
PTO works diligently to find these vol- 
unteers to help us on a part-time basis 


Shawsheen Integrated Primary School 
open rather than close it. By keeping 
Shawsheen open, 264 seats will be 
available as part of the total inventory 
of elementary classrooms. 

A second assumption is that con- 
struction must be timed to anticipate 
the peaks and valleys of student enroll- 
ment. Enrollment projections for 
grades K-5 suggest that, over the next 
four years, Andover’s elementary pop- 
ulation will go down. A 141-seat addi- 
tion to South School, coupled with the 
seats gained by keeping Shawsheen 
School open, should be sufficient to 
accommodate Andover’s student popu- 
lation over the next 3-5 years. Should 
our elementary population go up, how- 
ever, the Sanborn School will be read- 
ied to meet the need for additional 
classroom space. 


Couldn’t we wait a bit longer before 
we start this program? 

Regrettably, no. Legislation defining 
how the Department of Education 
reimburses school systems for school 
construction and renovation will 
expire June 1, 1994. When this legisla- 
tion expires, Andover’s reimburse- 
ment rate is likely to go down signifi- 
cantly. By not starting this program 
before June 1, Andover could lose mil- 
lions of dollars in state reimbursement. 
It is imperative that this program start 


with little success. Those that do show 
up are greatly admired and 
appreciated, but the simple truth is, no 
one in their right mind wants to give 
up their time to monitor hundreds of 
children eating or running around the 
playground. My question to the School 
Committee is this - why would you 
think that you will be able to get volun- 
teers when no one before you could? 
My next concern is safety, not only for 
my children, but for the entire school 
population. At any given time, there 
can be over 300 children on one play- 
ground. We know them all by name, 
who is susceptible to violent behavior, 
who should be playing with whom, 
who has learning disabilities and 
should be closely monitored, who has 
health problems and what to do about 
them, who has what teacher in case of 
emergencies and the list goes on and 
on. Is it fair to the children to put some- 
one in the position of monitoring them 
who may have the best intentions but 
who is not qualified to be there? Per 
sonally, I don’t think so. On the best of 
days, under the best of circumstances, 
it is a tough job and although I would 
gladly give it up, I could not do so 
knowing that the children would be in 
danger. My other concern is the legali 
ty of having only volunteers do these 
iobs. This is something I don’t have the 
answer to but hope that the School 
Committee will provide us with. I 
know that there isn’t a parent out there 
who isn’t concerned about the over- 


this year if Andover is to capitalize on 
the certain reimbursement the law 
now affords. As of this writing, it is 
estimated that the town of Andover 
will need to invest at least $12M in 
maintenance projects deferred since 
1989. Considering the cost of the pro- 
ject, $18M, and comparing this to the 
price of not making additions to the 
three schools, the difference is only 
$6M. From a cost-benefits standpoint, / 
this additional $6M is a decided advan- 
tage to the town as a whole. 


Conclusion 

Of all the points raised in these 
answers, the last, I believe, is the most 
important to consider. Investing in our 
schools is not only a necessary deci- 
sion, but it is also a prudent one, con- 
sidering all that can be accomplished 
with the benefit of state aid. In the days 
ahead there will be several forums and 
presentations on the 1994 School Build- 
ing Program and I would urge you to 
come and learn more. Copies of this 
month’s activities may be obtained by 
telephoning the school department 
building, or by dropping by to pick up 
additional information. 

I would urge you to think carefully 
about the significance of this project 
for our children and our future. There 
is much to lose if we do not seize the , 
moment and act now. 
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crowded conditions on the play- 
grounds and the danger that 
exists today. Imagine how that 
danger would increase given the 
scenario proposed by our friends 
on the School Committee.

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Candidate should 
know special- 
needs laws 


Editor, Townsman: 

Recently I had the oppor- 
tunity to hear Lloyd Willey 
present his opinions regard- 
ing the education of special 
needs students at the Nov. 2, 
1993, informational meeting 
regarding “inclusion.” 

At that meeting, Mr. Wil- 
ley publicly stated that “The 
total inclusion of special 
needs students is wrong.” He 
expanded upon this point by 
saying that all progress in 
this direction should be 
stopped until a financial 
analysis and input from 
teachers and students has 
been collected to determine 
its cost and educational effec- 
tiveness. 

Since this forum, Mr. Wil- 
ley has provided the 766 PAC 
with a position paper regard- 
ing his educational ideas. 
Although he believes the 


inclusion of special needs 
students is philosophically 
correct, services to special 
needs students cannot be 
effectively delivered by even 
the “best professional teach- 
er” when there are 25-30 stu- 
dents in a class. He goes on to 
state that the education of all 
special needs students in 
their neighborhood schools 
is wrong, since the goal is 
unattainable and ill-advised. 
I find these statements 
very disturbing, but the for- 
mat of the inclusion forum 
precluded me from respond- 
ing directly to Mr. Willey at 
that time. Now that Mr. Wil- 
ley is a candidate for School 
Committee, I feel these state- 
ments require a response. 
Should a team of profes- 
sionals decide that the needs 
of a student with special 
needs would be best served 
by being “totally included” 
in a properly supported regu- 
lar education classroom 
within their neighborhood 
school and should the town 
of Andover, as Mr. Willey 


suggests, refuse to educate 
that child in the recommend- 
ed setting, our community 
could be unnecessarily pre- 
disposed to litigation that 
could cost hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

National legal precedents 
are being promulgated 
across the country. The 
courts are upholding the 
rights of students with spe- 
cial needs to be educated 
with their non-disabled peers 
in a properly supported regu- 
lar education classroom in 
their neighborhood schools. 

Before Mr. Willey lectures 
the community on the con- 
cept of “right and wrong” 
with regard to the education 
of students with special 
needs, I think he should 
familiarize himself with 
state and national legislation 
so he could better under- 
stand the implications of his 
statements.

In its inaugural campaign of 1993 
Hoops for Hope, with a considerable 
boost from the City of Lawrence, 

worked wonders. 
Sullivan.Park, located adjacent to 


Veterans Memorial Stadium off 
Route 114 (Winthrop Avenue), was 
renovated. 

The park, across from a large 
housing project, is the lone recre- 
ational option for hundreds of chil 
dren. 

Hoops for Hope was created to 
address the problem of the dilapi- 
dated area, and within two months 
last spring officials raised $50,000 in 
contributed cash, materials and 
labor. 

Two fully-lighted basketball 
courts were designed and installed, 
with summer league games played 
there throughout July and August. 
After games, the courts were often 
filled to capacity as late as 3 a.m. by 
young people from the Stadium Pro 
jects. 

Andover was one of numerous 
area communities with teams par 
ticipating in Varsity and JV Divi- 
sions of the popular league. 

City youths cleaned the area, 
kept time, scored games and were 
paid for their efforts through the 
federally-subsidized Summer Youth 
Employment and Training Pro- 
gram. 

This year the courts and play- 
ground need additional upgrading 
and funds from the two events men- 
tioned above will help. 

CEO Arnold also notes that top 
area high school coaches will assist 
in the staging of basketball clinics 
for neighborhood children. 

There will also be a Hoops for 
Hope girls’ program this summer. 

The long-neglected playground 
area near the basketball courts has 
been targeted for a major overhaul, 
including the purchase of safe 
equipment for the younger, smaller 
children.
